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SERIOUS QUESTIONS ABOUT AUTOPATCHES AND THE APPARENT INCREASE OF BUSI- 
NESS TYPE COMMUNICATIONS ON THE AMATEUR BANDS ARE RAISED IN A LATE APRIL 
FCC RELEASE, WHICH LIKENED "TELEPHONE INTERCONNECTION AT AMATEUR STATIONS" 
WITH "THE SITUATION IN THE PERSONAL AND BUSINESS RADIO SERVICES," THOUGH 
THERE WERE SOME TEXT PROBLEMS WITH THE RELEASE AS ISSUED - THE PERSONAL 
RADIO DIVISION HAS REQUESTED THAT IT BE CORRECTED AND RE-RELEASED - IT 
STRONGLY POINTS UP GROWING COMMISSION CONCERN VITH THIS ARHZA OF AMATEUR 
RADIO. 

AUTOPATCHES AND REVERSE AUTOPATCHES IN PARTICULAR WERE DISCUSSED AT 
SOME LENGTH IN THE FCC DOCUMENT. FOR EXAMPLE, IT POINTED OUT THAT THE 
REGULATIONS RECUIRE A CONTROL OPERATOR BE ON DUTY JHENEVER AUTOPATCHING 
OR REVERSE AUTOPATCHING OCCURS, EFFECTIVELY PROHIBITING AUTOPATCH USE 
WHEN A REPEATER IS OPERATING "AUTOMATIC CONTROL." IT FURTHE STATED 
THAT" ALL CALLS NOTINITIATED AT AN AMATEUR STATION HAD TO BE SCRSENED 
BY THE CONTROL OPERATOR BEFORE BEING PLACED ON THE AIR. "THOUGH A RSVISED 
RELEASE IS TO BE ISSUED SHORTLY. IT'S OBVIOUS THAT AUTOPATCH OPERATORS 
AND USERS SHOULD START NOW TO TIGHTEN UP THEIR OPERATIONS, 

AUTOPATCH FINANCING COULD RAISE STILL ANOTHER STICKY QUESTION WITH 
RESPECT TO ITT TARIFFS, WOMKZ POINTS OUT IN BOULDER QSP, IF MONEY IS 
COLLECTED FROM USERS SPECIFICALLY TO PAY FOR THEIR USE OF THE AUTOPATCH. 
IT APPEARS CLUBS OR OTHER GROUPS WITH AUTOPATCH REPEATERS WOULD BE ON 
FIRMER GROUND IF AUTOPATCH COSTS WERE TO BE COVER=D AS JUST ANOTHER EX- 
PENSE ITEM FINANCED FROM CLUB REVUNUES, 


THE APRIL MEETING OF THE FRC WAS HELD AT THE CIVIC LEAGUE BUILDING, 
THE MEETING OPPENED AT 19:35 HRS. PRESIDENT, LEW WYMAN PRESIDING. 
FOLLOWING ARE THE MINUTES OF THE MEETING. 


UNDER DISCUSSION, WAS THE PROPOSITION, SHOULD THE FRC TAKE OVER 
AND OPERATE THE FRAMINGHAM REPEATER STATION. THE DISCUSSION TURNED OUT 
TO BE A LESSON IN FUTILITY, AS OTHER PEOPLE VOLUNTEERED TO TAKE OVER 
OPERATION OF THE REPEATER. (WAS THE FRC USED AS A CLUB TO SHOCK AWAKE 
MEMBERS OF THE FRAMINGHAM REPEATER GROUP. editors comment). 


THE FOLLOWING PEOPLE HAVE SIGNED UP WITH "MAC" WA1IGL TO OPERATE 
ON FIELD DAY, HOWARD DAVIS WA1VFJ, LEW NYMAN K1AZE, TONY LA SCALA WAIMTI, 
BOB DAY WBIFXR, JOHN MACLEOD WAIIGL, JIM BOATES WA{UEH. RAY SHOOP N1CW 
WILL TAKE CARE’ OF THE PAPER WORK, THE PARTICIPANTS OF FIELD DAY WILL 
MEET BEFORE THE EVENT AND RAY WILL INSTRUCT US IN THE CORRECT LOGGING

W6RCL AND DESIGNATED RM-3091 BY THE FCC. RATIONALE FOR THE PROPOSAL IS 
THAT SUCH A BAND WOULD ENCOURAGE AMATEURS TO CONVERT INEXPENSIVE, READILY 
AVAILABLE CB EQUIPMENT AND THUS PROVIDE AN EXCELLANT EMERGENCY COMUNI CATIONS 
RESERVOIR IN TIME OF DISASTER. COMMENTS ON RM-3091 MUST BE FILED WITH THE 
FCC (WITH A COPY TO W6RCL) BY MAY 10. (HRR) 


R.L. DRAKE WILL OPPOSE FCC'S BAN ON 10-METER LINEARS WITH A PETITION 
FOR RECONSIDERATION TO BE FILED WITHIN THE NEXT FEW DAYS. THE THRUST OF 
FRAKE'S OBJECTION TO THE BAN WILL BE THAT COMPLIANCE WITH THE TYPE ACCEPT- 
ANCE REQUIREMENTS WILL EFFZCTIVELY PREVENT AN AMATEUR AMPLIFIERS USE BY 
A CBer, SO THE BAN UNNECESSARILY PENALIZES AMATEURS AND THOSE WHO SERVE 
THE AMATEUR MARKET, SEVERAL OTHER MAJOR AMPLIFIER MANUFACTURERS WERE ACT. 
IVELY CONSIDERING SIMILAR ACTION, BUT WERE NOT READY TO COMMIT THEMSELVES, 
ARRL WILL, OF COURSE, ALSO FILE AGAINST THE BAN. 


THE NEW CHIEF OF THE FCC'S SAFETY AND SPECIAL SERVICES BUREAU IS

WITH THE FIELD OPERATIONS BUREAU. IN 1973 HE SUPERVISED A SPECIAL EN- 
FORCEMENT FACILITY FOR CB RULES, SO HE'S NO STRANGER TO HITHER CB OR 
AMATEUR RADIO... (ARR) 


HY-GAIN HAS BEEN PURCHASED BY TELEX, ACCORDING TO WORD JUST RELEASED. 
HY-GAIN, WHICH HAD BEEN DECLARED BANKRUPT RECENTLY IN FEDERAL COURT, 
PLANS TO BE BACK IN PRODUCTION EARLY IN MAY AS A DIVISION OF THE TELEX 
CORPORATION, THE DEAL HAS ALREADY BEEN APPROVED BY THE FOUR BANKS TO 
WHICH HY-GAIN REPORTEDLY OWED $23 MILLION, AND NOW ALL THAT IS NE#DED IS 
THE SIGNATURE OF THE BANKRUPTCY COURT JUDGE. NO PROBLEMS ARS ANTICIPATED 
IN GETTING THAT SIGNATURE... 


HY-GAINS PRODUCT LINES WILL INCLUDE AMATEUR ANTENNAS AND ELECTRONICS, 
MARINE ANTENNAS AND GEAR, GOVERNMENT AND COMMERCIAL ANTENNAS, AND CB 
ANTENNAS. NOTABLY LACKING WILL BE THE CB ELECTRONICS THAT CAUSED SO MANY 
OF THEIR PROBLEMS IN RECENT MONTHS, EXPECT TO SEE HY-GAIN BACK IN BUSI- 
NESS SOON.. (HRR) 


THE USE OF THE 14-148 MHZ BAND BY MILITARY TRAFFIC IN THE MIDDLE 
EAST HAS BEEN REPORTED BY RADIO COMMUNICATIONS, THE PUBLICATION OF THE 
RADIO SOCIETY OF GREAT BRITIAN. THE MAGAZINE STATES THAT THE MATTER HAS 
BEEN RAISED WITH JAPANESE MANUFACTURERS, WHO APPEAR RELUCTANT TO GIVE UP
